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SENATOR OWEN'S CHARGE 


Senator Owen of Oklahoma who has the honor of having drafted 


the Federal Reserve act is very outspokeu in his condemnation of the 
republican policy of currency deflation which, according to the senator, 
"has broken the heart, of the west." The senator points to the resolution 
of May 20, ]920, introduced in congress by Medill McCbrmick on this 
subject, to the republican platform of that year and Harding's speech 
of acceptance in proof of his charge that the policy of deflation had been 
deliberately adopted and that it has been largely responsible for the 
business depression from which the west has suffered so severely. 


Under this policy, loans and discounts were contracted within two 


years by $5,500,000,000 and the currency deflated to the extent of 
$1,517,000,000. This, the senator claims caused the bankruptcy of over 
2000 banks and hundreds nf thousands of western business houses. Very 
few public men in this country are better qualified to discuss currency 
problems of this kind than is Senator Owen. 
He admits that the delay 


in the economic reconstruction of Europe was partially responsible for 
(lie troubles of the American farmer and he charges the republican 
party with failure to co-operate with Europe for the test interests o£ 
the United States. 


While Senator Owen severely criticizes the republican party on. its 


general policies, his statement relative to the deflation of the currency 
is the one that will receive the greatest attention during the campaign 
inasmuch as he lays his finger upon the chief cause of distress among the 
farmers of the west, ns well as the depression that has affected many 
other industries than agriculture.

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SENATOR OWEN'S CHARGE 


Senator Owen of Oklahoma who has the honor of having drafted 


the Federal Reserve act is very outspoken in his condemnation of the 
republican policy of currency deflation which, according to the senator, 
"has broken the heart of the west." The senator points to the resolution 
of Jlay 20, 1020, introduced in congress by Medill McCormick on this 
subject, to the republican platform of that year and Oarding's speech 
of acceptance in proof of his charge that the policy of deflation had been 
deliberately adopted .and that it has been largely responsible for the 
business depression from which the west has suffered so severely. 


Under this policy, loans and discounts "were contracted within two 


years by $5,500.000,000 and the currency deflated to the extent of 
$1,517,000,000. This, the senator claims caused the bankruptcy of over 
2000 banks and hundreds of thousands of western business houses. Very 
few public men in this country arc better qualified to discuss currency 
problems of this kind than is Senator Owen. 
He admits that the delay 


in the economic reconstruction of Europe was partially responsible for 
the troubles of the American farmer and he charges the republican 
party with failure to co-operate with Europe for the best interests \)f 
the United States. 


While Senator Owen severely criticizes the republican party on its 


general policies, his statement relative to the deflation of the currency 
is the one that will receive the greatest attention during the oumpnign 
inasmuch 113 he lays his finger upon the chief cause of distress among the 
farmers of the west, ;is well as the depression that has affected man 
other industries than agriculture.
